ELECTORS IN COUNTIES. 

In Counties there will be Five classes of voters, viz. : — 

L Freeholders of £100. 
* II. Freeholders of £50. 

III. Leaseholders of Twenty one years of £50. 

IV. Freeholders of £20. 
t V. Freeholders of £ia 

ELECTORS IN CITIES TOWNS AND BOROUGHS. 

In Cities, Towns and Boroughs there will be Six classes of voters, viz. : — 
I. Freeholders of £50. 
II. Freeholders of £flO. 

III. Freeholders of £ia 

IV. Freeholders of 40s. 

V. Householders paying a Rent of £10, or occupying a Hoiise which would let 
for that sum to a solvent Tenant. 
VI. Resident Freemen. 

ELECTORS IN THE UNIVERSITY. 

In the University the Bill proposes to extend the right of voting to all those who at any 
time have been Scholars, and who shall at any time within Six Months from the passing 
of the Bill place their names on the University Books. ^ 

REGISTRATION. 

The right of voting not to effect present voters in Counties. Lands or Tenements to 
be in possession of Voters Thirty days at the least, before the Registration. The Church- 
wardens of each Parish in each year to make out an Alphabetical List of every male person 
for Six Calendar months previous thereto, resident within such County or City, &c., having 
or claiming a right to vote. All Rents, Rates and Taxes shall have been paid up to the time 
of making such list, which lists are to remain for three successive Sundays on the doors of 
the principal Churches and Chapels, &c., and when completed, to be transmitted to the 
Returning Officers. Those lists to undergo revision by the Assistant Barrister. 

ELECTIONS. 

Fifteen convenient places in each County for taking the Poll to be so fixed that no person 
shall be obliged to travel more than Fifteen miles from the property in which he claims to 
vote. In Cities, Towns, &c., diSkrent Booths for different Parish Districts or Divisions, in 
such number and at such places so thlit no greater number than 600 shall be allowed to poll 
at any one Booth. 

POLLING. 

At each County Election the Poll to be kept open on the First day Seven hours ; on the 
Second day Eight hours, and no. Poll to be kept open longer than Four o*clock on that day. 

In Cities, Towns and Boroughs the Poll shall commence on the day of nomination or 
the next day following;;; to continue open Seven hours on the First day, and Eight hours 
on the Second day, and the final state declared not later than Two o'clock on the Third day. 

THE OATH 

Contain' only Three inquiries at Election: — 1. Whether his qualification for voting has 
expired. 2. Whether the person claiming to vote be the same person whose name is 
Registered 3. Whether such claimant has previously voted at the same Election. The 
bribery oa' h may be put. Former laws to continue in force save as altered. 

BOUNDARIES OF CITIES, &C. 

Committee of Privy Council to settle boundaries of Cities, Towns and Boroughs, and to 
incorporate any Parish or other adjacent Districts within the limits with such City or Borough, 
where there are less than 200 Householders who have qualified as voters. 

* Beneficed Oergymen may vote in right of their advowson by Registering as £50 Freeholders. 

t Persons entitled to two or more Freehold Estates or Interests, the annual value whereof shall, in the 
aggregate,.-! mount to £10, shall be entitled to vote, although no one of such Estates may be of such annual value.
